Shroton Church was rebuilt by Archbishop Laud, 
when Bishop of Bristol in 1612, and is now being 
completely restored, owing to the ravages of death- 
watch beetle. The proceeds of the sale of these two 
flagons will be devoted to the completion of the work 
of restoration.

Darcy of Chiche, co. Essex, who succeeded his 
father as 3rd Baron in 1581. In 1621 he was 
created Viscount Colchester and in 1626 Earl Rivers. 
He died without surviving male issue in 1640 aged 
about 74 and was buried at St. Osyths. 


His grandfather, the 1st Baron Darcy of Chiche was 
so creatéd in 1551 and appointed a K.G. in the same 
year. He was Master of the Artillery in the Tower 
of London, Gentleman of the Privy Chamber to 
Henry VII, and Lord Chamberlain to Edward VI, 
1551-3. The name CHICH was the original name 
of the great Priory of St. Osyth founded there, 
this Priory being sold by the Crown to Lord Darcy 
in 1553 for some £4,000. 


It ts interesting to note that this piece was unearthed 
in the rose garden at the Priory of St. Osyth by one 
of the gardeners there shortly after the 1914-18 war, 
some 150 yards away from the private chapel. It 
is reasonable to suppose that it was buried at the 
time of the Civil War. Displayed in the house since 
its discovery it has been regarded merely as an 
“interesting and curious piece of antique silver’ 
until now. 


The maker of this Platter is recorded as having 
produced a paten of 1636 at St. Andrew’s, 
Shrivenham, a chalice of the same date at 
Watchfield and a flagon of 1639 at St. Giles, Reading, 
all in Berkshire. Jackson’s drawing of his mark 
(English Goldsmiths and Their Marks,” p. 118, 
line 8) is taken from a chalice and paten at Exton, 
near Oakham, hall-marked 1630.
